and Mercantile Co., 912 Franklin ave- 
nue, as further evidence of the need 
of a public utilities commission. 

For 1140 kilowatt hours of electricity, 


billed under the November rate sched- 


ule, Mr. Dunn paid. April 10, 1908, the 
. , 


sum of $86.50. 

For 1338 kilowatt hours of electricity 
.i,. Dunn paid, Apri! 10, 1907, the sum 
of $66.95. This bill was rendered under 
an old contract. 

It will be observed that although Mr. 
Dunn consumed 198 more kilowatt hours 
of electricity under the- old contract 
than under the new, his bill was $19.56 
less. 

Under the old contract Mr. Dunn had 
a rate of 6% cents a kilowatt hour, with 
20 per cent discount, making his net 
rate 5 cents. Under the new contract 
his rate is 10% cents a kilowatt hour, 
subject to the schedule discounts. 

The curves and figures, which the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. is 
using in an effort to show the consumer 
that the new rates are lower than the 
old, fail, in the face of these facts, to 
convinte Mr. Dunn and his manager, J. 
J. Merrick, that they are paying less 
for electricity th@n they were a year 
ago. 

The Durn company used 1026 kilowatt 
hours of electricity for light from March 
21 to April 20, 1907, for which {ft paid 
$51.30. 

For the same period in 1998 Mr. Dunn's 
bills, under the new rates, show a con- 
sumption, for light, of 1123 kilowatt 
hours, for which he paid $82.08, 

There was but 88 more kilowatt hours’ 

consumption in 190% than in 1907, but the 
bill was $30.73 more. The 88 kilowatt 
hours, at the old rate, were worth $4.40. 


Increase te $6.76 From 35 Cents, 


Here is another interesting fact: Last 
year Mr. Dunn paid for exactiy the 
amount of electricity he used for his 24- 
horsepower motor. The April bill was 
15 cents and the May bill was 20 cents. 

Under the November schedule Mr. 
Dunn was compelled to guarantee $3.38 
a month on this same motor. 

He used two kilowatt hours in March 
and two in April, 1908, for which he paid, 
instead of 3% cents, as last year, $6.76, 
or $1.69 a kilowatt hour. 

Mr. Dunn had a minimum under the 
old contract of $40 a month. 

His minimum under the new contract, 
on the basis of his 20 cents a lamp guar- 
antee on a 287 16-candlepower lamp in- 
stallation, is $57.40 

Hie was compelled to make a 20-cent 
guarantees in order to get a rate of 
10% cents a kilowatt hour. 

Manager Merrick estimates that on 
the showing already made under the 
new contract the electric Hght and 
power will cost the Dunn company $300 
a year more than under the old con- 
tract. 

The contract under which the com- 
pany is. now. being served is dated Nov. 
1, 1907—the very day the new rate sched- 
ule went Into effect. It ‘was not signed, 
Mr. Dunn states, until late in Novem- 
ber, but wag dated back. 

When the old contract expired Mr. 
Dunn demurred to the raise in the rate. 
He refused to sign a contract, thinking 
he might possibly get a better rate. 

The result was that he got a bill for 
$287, accompanied with a threat that 
unless it was paid by Nov. 15 the serv- 
lee would be discontinued. He was 
forced, by these tactics, to sign the new 
contract at the advanced rate. 

‘If Mr. Dunn had’ been getting ¢'->- 
tricity at the same fate under the new 
contract as he was under the old con- 
tract, his bill paid April 10, 1908, would 
have been $57 instead of $386.50. The 
$29.50 correctly represents the increase 
in the price of electricity for 1140 k. »- 
watts—approximately 52 per cent. 
Approximate Annual Raise $847.16. 


If he had been getting electricity at 
the same rate his bill payable May 10, 
1908, would have been $56.25 instead of

The risking of the Men's lives, as well 
as the possible destruction of the $1,- 
500,000 monitor, were deemed necessary 
by the experts of the Navy Department 
to determine the efficiency of the mon- 
itor type of warship, which is in con- 
troversy among the experts, and to test 
her lli-inch armor against the new ex- 
plosive. 

Couldn’t Desert Ship. 

The positive determination to leave the 
crew on board was reached only a short 
time before the bombardment began. 
The experts then decided that they 
would not be warranted in abandoning 
the ship to its fate with no one on

What form 
a bill on this subject should take I am 
not prepared to say. But I believe the 
Council will make concessions if neces- 
sary to bring about an agreement with 
the House of Delegates. This, I be- 
lieve, will be done shortly. 

Willing to Compromise. 

Counciiman F. Ernest Cramer: I 

shall be glad to support amendments 
providing for the creation of a commit- 
tee to be composed of members of the 
House and Council. Any reasonable 
compromise that will solve this question 
is certain to receive my cordial co- 
operation. 

The one thing needed is a committee 
that will investigate lighting conditions, 
and under the law such a body will 
have the right to get at all the facts 
bearing on the company’s relations with 
the public. 

Councilman A, R. Thompson:. Put 
me down in favor of a commission to 
take up this question of lighting rates.

It must be kept out of poli- 
tics. I can’t see why the House should 
wish to have representation on the com- 
mission. We want experts, and I don't 
believe the House of Delegates is the 
body to pick tnem out of. 

Councilman Albert Bond Lambert: 
—An urgent necessity for the creation of 
a Public Utilities Commission exists at 
this moment, As things exist the City 
Council and the House of Delegates con- 
stitute a public utilities commission, but 
the City Council is, after all, the best 
commission of that kind.

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SHIPPER MUST PUT NAME 
OF CONSIGNEE ON FREIGHT 


Code Signs and Symbols, Fruitful 
Source of Confusion, Will Be 
Done Away. 


After June 1 every package of freight 
offered to a railroad company in less 
than carload lots must be marked with 
the name of the consignee in full, and 
with the name of the station and state 
to which it is consigned. 

The rule is designed to correct a sys- 
tem which, the railroad managers assert, 
has been a constant source of loss te 
the railroad companies. A New York 
Cautrai accountant says that road alone 
has lost $1,500,000 on account of faulty 
markings on goods. 

This new system will do away with 
the long-time habit of consignors of 
marking goods with code signs or sym- 
bols, rather than the name and address 
df consignee. This was done primarily 
to prevent competitors from learning the 
names of shippers’ customers. 

This system has caused the railroads 
a great deal of trouble and loss, on ac- 
count of the difficulty in sorting out the 
total shipment of goods under one sym- 
bol. When a freight car was filled with 
a number of shipments of many pack- 
ages each, all marked with different and 
confusing symbols, many packages were 
necessarily carriéd Past their destina- 
tion or lost. 





It is stated that the Pennsylvania lines’ 


east of Pittsburg paid out last year $342, - 
620 for goods lost in transit, and ac- 
countants traced $176,260 of this amount 
to goods improperly marked.

He Was on Board of Naval 
Strategy During Spanish- 
American War. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 27.—Admiral A. 
S. Crowninshield, U. 8. N. (retired), died 
at the Episcopal Hospital here today. 

The Admiral had been at the hospital 
for a month, and an operation was per- 
forined on him for an affliction of the 
nose. He never fully recovered from 
the shock of the opiate. The immediate 
cause of death was hardening of the tis- 
sues of the body. 

Mrs. Crowninshied was at the Ad- 
miral’s bedside when he died. 

Was on Strategy Board. 

Arrant Schuyler Crowninshield was 
born in New York in 1843, and was 
graduated from the United States Naval 
Academy at the age of 20. 

He was attached to the steam sloop 
Ticonderoga and participated in both at- 
tacks on Fort Fisher. He became 4 
captain July 21, 1894. 

Crowninshield was in command of the 
battleship Maine, but was succeeded by 
Capt. Sigsbee in 1897, and then became 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation.

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a PUBLICITY WANTED. 

No reasonable argument against the Post-Dis- 
patch’s demand for a satisfactory public utilities 
commission has been or can be advanced. Its 
sole purpose is to obtain the publicity for the 
business dealings of our monopolized public util- 
ities which is essential to just regulation in the 
interest of the community. 

The power of unrestricted monopoly cannot 
be intrusted to the hands of any man or 
set of men, no matter how good their original in- 
tentions may be. The power inevitably will be 
abused in the interest of the monopoly owners. 
No community should ever be subjected to the op- 
pression or the menace of unregulated monopoly. 

But St. Louis is now helpless in the hands of 
monopolized public utilities, of a great merger of 
all public utility monopolies. One set of men 
control all the street railways, the gas and elec- 
tric corporations. All of the companies, with 
slight exceptions, impose upon the public what 
conditions * they please. The Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. fixes its charges as it pleases. 
The Post-Dispatch has presented a mass of facts 
showing that the electric monopoly overcharges 
consumers and places severe conditions upon 
Its hand reaches into nearly every home, 
Louis.

The Post-Dispatch asks for publicity, the great 
remedy for all oppressions, evils, abuses. It asks 
for publicity in the name of justice—justice to 
the people and justice to the companies. We 
want full information of the corporations’ busi- 
ness as a sound basis for just regulation. We 
do not want anything taken from the corpora- 
tions to which they are justly entitled, but on 
the other hand, we demand that the corporations 
be compc!'cd to deal fairly with the public. 

There are three methods of protecting the pub- 
lic from public utility monopolies. These are 
regulation, competition and municipal ownership. 

Competition is costly and cumbersome and 
generally results in consolidation or combina- 
tion. 

Municipal ownership on a large scale is yet in 
an experimental stage, with grave disadvantages 
under present political conditions. 

But either competition or municipal ownership 
is better than unrestrained monopoly. We must 
‘have relief from that. There is a law providing 
for regulation. Let us try regulation before 
proceeding to more radical measures. 

Regulation depends wholly upon the action 
of the Municipal Assembly... The House of 
Delegates refuses to accept the Council’s bill 
and the Council refuses any compromise with 
the House. While the two houses are wrang- 
ling the people are hetpless in the power of 
monopoly; they are deprived of the bencfits 
of a wise and just protective law. 

How tong will the people submit to negicct 
at the hands of their servants? How long 
will they submit to oppression at the hands 
of a privileged monopoly? 
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A man without a sense of humor is often the 
most, comic of comic characters—Senator Bever- 
idge, for instance. 
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HEROES OF SCIENCE.

Cireus “professors” who astonish the folks by 
going aloft in a hot-air bag will not be greatly 
mourned if they come to grief, but it would be 
a disaster of the first magnitude if one of the 
Wrights or Alexander Graham Bell should lose his 
life.
